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On November 2, 2007 at approximately 1610 hours, Inmate Jimmy Rodriguez was 
instructed to leave the module laundry room to be escorted back to his cell. Inmate 
Rodriguez told Deputy Thompson he did not want to return to his cell and raised his 
fists in the air as if preparing to fight. Deputy Thompson deployed two bursts of 
Freeze +P OC spray in Suspect Rodriguez’ face. Suspect Rodriguez then tried to 
punch Deputy Thompson, but missed. Deputies ind witnessed the 
incident from approximately 40 feet away and ran to Deputy Thompson's aid. 


Deputy EEE forced Inmate Rodriguez to the ground. The deputies ordered 
Inmate Rodriguez to place his hands behind his back, however, Inmate Rodriguez 
continued to fight. Deputies Man punched and kneed Inmate 
Rodriguez numerous times in the face and body to defend themselves. Deputy 
Thompson struck the suspect two times with his flashlight on his left ankle. 


Inmate Rodriguez stopped fighting after he was struck with the flashlight, and he 
placed his hands behind his back. He was treated at the MCJ clinic for a swollen left 
eye, a bruise on his lower lip, and redness to his face caused by the OC spray. 
Inmate Rodriguez was also treated for a slight abrasion to his left eye. Inmate 
Rodriguez complained of pain to his left ankle and was subsequently transferred to 
LCMC for x-rays. It was determined that Inmate Rodriguez sustained a fractured left 
ankle. 


Deputy Thompson sustained a swollen right knee, Deputy I sustained a 
swollen left knee, and Deputy Ms ustained a swollen right wrist. 


On July 24, 2008 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a 
review regarding the facts of this case.

On Saturday, November 3, 2007, | responded to Men's Central Jail regarding a use of 
force, fractured ankle, which occurred on Friday, November 2, 2007 at approximately 
1610 hours. The Suspect’s ankle was x-rayed on Saturday, November 3, 2007, and 
Internal Affairs Bureau was notified after the x-ray revealed the ankle had been 
fractured. 


Suspect/Inmate Jimmy Rodriguez returned to his housing Module 3800 from the jail 
clinic and was standing inside the laundry room, waiting for the Deputies to return him 
to his cell. While working Module 3800, Deputy Thompson asked Suspect Rodriguez to 
come out of the laundry room in order to be escorted back to his cell. Suspect 
Rodriguez told Deputy Thompson he did not want to return to his cell. 


Suspect Rodriguez said, “Fuck you, | ain't doing shit.” Deputy Thompson ordered 
Suspect Rodriguez to turn around and face the wall. Suspect Rodriguez refused to 
comply and raised his fists in the air as if preparing to fight. Deputy Thompson believed 
Suspect Rodriguez was going to strike him and deployed two bursts of Freeze +P O.C. 
spray in Suspect Rodriguez’ face. Suspect Rodriguez tried to punch Deputy Thompson 
but missed. Deputies ind itnessed the incident from 
approximately 40 feet away, and ran to Deputy Thompsons aid. 


Deputy Mk orced Suspect Rodriguez to the ground. The Deputies ordered 
Suspect Rodriguez several times to place his hands behind his back. However, 
Suspect Rodriguez continued to swing his arms and feet in an attempt to strike the 
Deputies. Depu punched Suspect Rodriguez between five to ten times in the 
face. Deputy punched Suspect Rodriguez between five to ten times in the 
upper back area and kneed him between two to four times in his right rib area. Deputy 
Thompson struck the suspect two times with his flashlight on his left ankle. 


Suspect Rodriguez stopped his assaultive behavior after he was struck with the 
flashlight and placed his hands behind his back. Suspect Rodriguez was handcuffed 
without further incident and escorted out of Module 3600-3800 and into the 3000 floor 
hallway. Deputies Thompson, EE an M eported their use of force to 
Sergeant Mike Octave. 


Suspect Rodriguez was treated at Men’s Central Jail clinic for a swollen left eye, a 


bruise on his lower lip, and redness to his facial area caused by the O.C. spray.

The following is a summary from an Internal Affairs Bureau interview conducted by 
Sergeants Tim Carr and Clay Anderson. Deputy Thompson was working Men's Central 
Jail in Module 3600, on Friday, November 2, 2007, PM shift. Deputy Thompson was 
beginning his first week of training. 


Deputy Thompson walked by the laundry room, which is directly across from Module 
3600 and saw Suspect Rodriguez sitting inside. Deputy Thompson said all inmates 
returning to the module are advised to wait in the laundry room before they are returned 
to their cell. Deputy Thompson told Suspect Rodriguez to exit the laundry room and 
return to his cell. Suspect Rodriguez exited the laundry room and stood outside the 
doorway and said, “Fuck that | ain't doing shit.” Deputy Thompson ordered Suspect 
Rodriguez to turn away from him and face the wall which was adjacent to the laundry 
room door. Suspect Rodriguez didn’t comply with Deputy Thompson's orders and 
again said, “Fuck that | ain’t doing shit.” 


Suspect Rodriguez had his arms toward his side, with his hands clenched. Deputy 
Thompson believed Suspect Rodriguez was hostile and going to hit him, so he sprayed 
him once with a three second burst of O.C. spray in his face. Suspect Rodriguez 
placed his left hand near his eyes, as if to rub his eyes and then with his right hand 
punched at Deputy Thompson's face. Deputy Thompson said he stepped back to avoid 
the punch. Deputy Thompson said the punch came within three to five inches of his 
face. 


After Suspect Rodriguez punched at Deputy Thompson, Deputies EE and I 
arrived. Deputy’ kicked Suspect Rodriguez’ legs and forced him onto the 
ground, on his stomach. Deputy traddied the lower back portion of Suspect 
Rodriguez and Deputy Thompson places his chest and hands over Suspect Rodriguez’ 
upper legs in an attempt to stop him from kicking. Deputy Thompson did not see what 


Deputy Siwas doing. 


Deputy Thompson said he and Deputies EEE and [J ordered Suspect 
Rodriguez several times to stop fighting but he continued to kick his legs and move his 
lower torso. Deputy Thompson was focused on Suspect Rodriguez’ legs and never 
saw his hands. Deputy Thompson believed Sus; Rodriguez was trying to injure a 
Deputy and did not think he and Deputies land had control of Suspect 
Rodriguez. Deputy Thompson said, he hit Suspect Rodriguez twice on his left ankle, 
with his flashlight in rapid succession to stop him from fighting.

Deputy Thompson said immediately after Suspect Rodriguez was hit with the flashlight, 
he stopped fighting and was handcuffed without further incident. Deputy Thompson 
estimated the fight lasted two and one half minutes.

Deputy I and Deputy EE were talking with each other, standing in 
front of Module 3800 officer's sally port station. Deputy Mias facing west 
toward module 3600 and Deputy IEE——was facing east, looking at Deputy 

Deputy {saw Deputy Thompson standing near the laundry room door and heard 
him speaking to Suspect Rodriguez. Deputy estimated he was approximately 
fifteen feet away from Deputy Thompson. 


As Deputy Mias speaking with Deputy IIE he heard Suspect Rodriguez 
say, “Fuck that, | am not going anywhere.” Deputy Thompson ordered Suspect 
Rodriguez to turn around and face the wall and place his hands behind his back. 
Deputy then saw Suspect Rodriguez attempt to punch Deputy Thompson and 
also saw Deputy Thompson spray Suspect Rodriguez in the face with his O. C. Spray. 
Deputy  mmediately ran to Deputy Thompson's location to assist him. 


Deputy kicked Suspect Rodriguez's legs with his right leg and grabbed onto his 
front shirt with his left hand and the back of his shirt with his right hand, forcing him to 
the ground. Suspect Rodriguez fell on his face and Deputy was unsure if he 
used his hands to break the fall. Deputy was unsure which portion of Suspect 
Rodriguez’ body struck the ground first. Suspect Rodriguez was laying on his stomach 
with his arms and legs flaying. 


Deputy [EE straddied Suspect Rodriguez’ upper torso and ordered him to stop 
fighting. Suspect Rodriguez continued his assaultive behavior by kicking his legs and 
attempting to back hand Deputy [With the front portion of his hands. Deputy 
-ii he was afraid that Suspect Rodriguez was going to hurt him or his 
partners, so he punched Suspect Rodriguez five to ten times in rapid succession on 
both sides of his face, in an effort to stop his assaultive behavior.

Deputy ordered Suspect Rodriguez two to three times to stop fighting, but he 
continued to kick his legs and attempted to back hand Deputy Deputy 
stimated the fight lasted approximately five to ten seconds. After Deputy 
inched Suspect Rodriguez, he stopped fighting and the Deputies were able 
to handcuff him without further incident. 


As Deputy EE was fighting with Suspect Rodriguez, he was focused on Suspect 
Rodriguez’ upper torso and did not see Deputies Thompson and [strike Suspect 
Rodriguez or any other deputies strike him. Deputy! ad no prior contact with 
Suspect Rodriguez before this incident.

The following is a summary from an Internal Affairs Bureau interview conducted by 
Sergeants Tim Carr and Clay Anderson. Deputy Hwas working Men’s Central 
Jail, Recreation Relief Deputy for Module 3600 and 3800, on Friday, November 2, 
2007, PM shift. 


Deputy and Deputy EE were talking to each other, standing in front 
of Module 3800 officer's sally port station. Deputy was facing west toward 
Module 3600 and Deputy al was facing east, looking at Deputy Deputy 
HB heard Deputy Thompson speaking to a Suspect, but did not recognize the voice. 
Deputy [EE estimated he was approximately fifteen feet away from Deputy 
Thompson who was standing near the entry way of the laundry room. 


Deputy Mh card Deputy Thompson ordered Suspect Rodriguez to step out of the 
laundry room area and turn around. Suspect Rodriguez replied, “Fuck that, | ain't doing 
shit.” Deputy {was looking at Deputy and saw him immediately turn 
around and run toward Deputy Thompson and Suspect Rodriguez. Upon seeing this, 
Deputy also ran toward Deputy Thompson and Suspect Rodriguez. 


Deputy saw Deputy EZ grab onto the top portion of Suspect Rodriguez’ 
shirt and then with his legs, he swept Suspect Rodriguez legs and forced him to the 


round. Deputy believed Suspect Rodriguez fell on his chest or face. Deputy 
saw Deputy| lon a portion of Suspect Rodriguez’ mid-section, trying to 
gain control of his hands. 


Suspect Rodriguez was swinging his arms and elbows in a violent manner. Suspect 
Rodriguez tried to elbow the Deputies with both arms. Deputy ositioned 
himself on the right side of Suspect Rodriguez’ lower back. Deputy rdered 
Suspect Rodriguez to stop fighting and to show his hands several times, but Suspect 
Rodriguez never complied.

In an effort to control Suspect Rodriguez, Deputy I unched him with his right fist 
five to ten times on the right side of his ribs. Depu was unsure if Suspect 
Rodriguez struck him with his arms or legs. Deputy aid, “He didn't strike me to 
point where | said, ouch, that really hurts.” 

During his violent behavior, Suspect Rodriguez was making a grunting noise, but never 
said anything that was audible. Suspect Rodriguez continued to swing his arms and 
legs at the Deputies, so Deputy kneed him on the right side of his ribs, 
approximately two to four times. 


After Deputy I kneed Suspect Rodriguez, he complied with the Deputies’ orders 

and stopped fighting. Suspect Rodriguez was handcuffed without further incident. 

Deputy aa said he was afraid of Suspect Rodriguez because he had never seen a 

Suspect that violent. During the use of force, Deputy f was focused on Suspect 

Rodriguez. He heard Deputy Thompson ordering Suspect Rodriguez to stop fighting, 

but did not see him striking'Suspect Rodriguez. Deputy] also did not see Deputy 
strike Suspect Rodriguez or any other deputies.

INMATE WITNESSES: 


All seven Witnesses said they were not present during the use of force incident and did 
not see any Deputies using force on Suspect Rodriguez. Refer to Exhibit D for the 
videotape portion of the interview conducted by Sergeant Mike Octave. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 


The following summary of Suspect Rodriguez’s statements are from Sergeant Mike 
Octave's video tape interview. Refer to Exhibit D for the video portion of the interview. 


Suspect Rodriguez said he was standing in the laundry room and told Deputy 
Thompson that he couldn't go home (return to his cell). Suspect Rodriguez said Deputy 
Thompson told him three times to return to his cell. Deputy Thompson told him “You 
can do this the easy way or the hard way.” Suspect Rodriguez told Deputy Thompson, 
“Do what you need to do, just don't mess up my arm.” Suspect Rodriguez saw Deputy 
Thompson preparing to spray him, so he raised his right hand in an attempt to block the 
spray. 
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Suspect Rodriguez said after he was sprayed, he was forced to the ground by the 
Deputies. Suspect Rodriguez said while he was on the ground, he tried to block the 
Deputies from hitting him and kicking him, with his hands. Suspect Rodriguez said he 
never hit or kicked at the Deputies. Suspect Rodriguez said the incident with the 
Deputies lasted approximately five minutes. Suspect Rodriguez said there were three 
Deputies involved in this incident. Suspect Rodriguez said there were no other 
witnesses around during this incident. 


Suspect Rodriguez said after the incident was over, he was escorted out of the Module 
and into the 3000 floor hallway. Suspect Rodriguez said an unknown deputy struck him 
in the face while he was handcuffed. Suspect Rodriguez said he was hit and kicked 
during the fight with the Deputies. 
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
